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W ith the opening of spring, inter­ 
est tu rn s to the proposed road work 
in th e county and the activities of the 
S tate H ighw ay D ep artm en t 
in 
this 
section will be watched w ith much in­ 
terest. 
Iaist year the work of rebuilding the 
road between G etty sb u rg and 
New 
Oxford w as started. About two miles 
were constructed a t the New Oxford 
end and about 2000 feet a t this end. 
G rading and the placing of culverts 
were carried on over the ten miles ol 
old turnpike, hut th e road, where it 
has not been rebuilt, is in a deplorable 
state and unfit for satisfactory travel. 
The big 
Alco truck which 
passed 
through G etty sb u rg Wednesday stall­ 
ed th ree tim es bet ween the tw o towns 
on account of 
the condition of 
the 
road. It is probable th a t the work at 
finishing this road will be the first 
taken up th is spring. 
S tate H ighw ay Com m issioner Bige­ 
low announced a y ear or more ago 
th a t the road from G ettysburg to H a r­ 
risburg would he one of the first ones 
rebuilt under the 
highw ay act 
and 
th a t he hoped to have it in fine condi­ 
tion before the fiftieth anniversary. 
So f a r nothing hut rem oving bum p­ 
ers and some g rad in g has been ac­ 
complished, 
aud 
tou rists 
covering 
th at route this y ear will have to be 
satisfied with the ordinary dirt road. 
.Similar work of g rad in g and rem ov­ 
ing rough places 
has been done 
on 
other road* taken under the Sproul 
act and much good in th a t line was 
done last y ea r hut. a s yet, none of the 
tine m acadam roads has made its a p ­ 
pearance in A dam s County. 
in terest in ta k in g over the tu r n ­ 
pike between G etty sb u rg and C ham ­ 
bersburg has been aroused here hut 
the com pany still holds the road. It is 
stated on good auth o rity th a t a price 
has been agreed upon for the pike 
hut it has not yet been acquired by the 
state. It will be recalled th a t the dis­ 
covery that 
the turnpike 
company 
owned several G etty sb u rg street* was 
the thing th a t halted the movement 
tow ard s u e d paving in this town last 
year. The acquisition by the state of 
this 
C h am bersburg-G ettysburg road 
will be followed, it is believed, by the 
state im m ediately tu rn in g over to the 
town its own 
stree ts and 
then the 
council can go ah ead — so f a r a* th a t 
m a tte r is concerned— with giving the 
town paved streets. 


A spers, one of the progressive towns 
in the upper end of the county, is now 
w itnessing the installation of a mod­ 
ern g rav ity w ater system which will 
supply it with w ater for domestic use 
and am ple fire protection. The village, 
located a l Bendersville Station, is one 
of the busiest and m ost thriving of 
the m any sim ilar com munities in the 
county and this new im provem ent is 
in line with its general spirit of ad ­ 
vancem ent. 
The w ater i 
to be brought from 
th ree stro n g springs on the H arris 
Cook farm , about a mile and a q u a r­ 
te r north of Asper , and work a t the 
construction of a reservoir 
on 
this 
sam e farm has been 
started. 
The 
w ate r is of fine quality and excellent 
flow. 
Work a t digging the ditches for the 
m ains has been prosecuted vigorous­ 
ly under the direction of IL C. Gulden, 
ll. A. N aylor and II. S. Rex, and it is 
believed th a t the entire system will 
he in operation within the next sixty 
days. T here is a fall from the reaer- 
voir to the town of about 157 feet, 
am ple for all fire purposes without 
artificial force. 
A com pany has been formed to in­ 
stall the plant and a chacte 
nas been 
tpplied for. C. I. Blair . 
ihc presi­ 
dent; D. C. Asper, the 
.vrvtary, and 
E lm er ll. Miller the treasurer. The 
capital is IVINX). 
Practically every one in the town is 
p rep arin g to have the w ater placed 
iii their propertie 
and 
the 
entire 
com m unity will be supplied upon com­ 
pletion of the work. Then the organi­ 
zation of a fire departm ent will he the 
next thing.

QUEEN OLGA. 


Wife of King George Fainted 


When Told of His Death. 


Procession Passed Spot Where Ruler 


W a s Shot Down By Lurking A ssas­ 


sin. 


Salonika, Turkey, March 20. — The 
body of King George of Greece was 
em balm ed and removed from the hos­ 
pital to th e p ala te on a stretcher 
borne by his son, Prince Nicholas, and 
several superior officers of the Greek 1 
army. 
, 
T he stretch er was followed by a 
strangely diversified procession, con­ 
sisting of regular troops in tin ir cam ­ 
paign outfit, officers in brilliant uni­ 
forms, clergy, civilians, Cretans, Mus­ 
sulm ans, G reeks and people of the 
various 
Balkan 
races in a kaleido­ 
scopic variety of costumes. 
Soldiers of the Greek light infantry, 
in their quaint kilts surrounded the 
humble m ilitary stretch er as a guard 
of honor. T he procession on its way to 
the palace passed the spot where Kiug 
George was shot down. 
On arrival at the palace, military 
honors w ere giveu. 
The body 
was 
placed on a bier in the main cham ­ 
ber and the Greek metropolitan of­ 
fered prayer. As tile civil and military 
authorities filed past many of them 
burst into tears. 
A guard of honor, 
consisting 
of 
Greek 
captains 
a u l 
priests, the latter continually chanting 
prayers, will be stationed around the 
body until it is removed for burial. 
Queen Olga, who is now on her way 
to Salonika, fainted in Athens when 
told of tile assassination. 
Aleka Schinas, who m urdered King 
George I. of Greece, appears to have 
lived much abroad. 
He returned to 
Salonika only when it was occupied 
by the Greek arm y after the su rren ­ 
der of the T urkish garrison 
The prem editation of the regicide 
appears to lie established bv the fact 
that S 'h ln a s lurked in hiding. 
He 
rushed out when his royal victim was 
oniy six feet lrom his hiding place 
and fired point blank into the back of 
the king. 
The shooting occurred only 
a few yards from police headquarters. 
Lieutenant Colonel Frtncoudl*, the 
k in g s a id e d e c a m p , w-as walking be­ 
side his royal m aster, and immediately 
d ie whis revolver. S<*hinas turned and 
fired at the aide de camp, but the allot 
went w’ild. 
Two (’retan military po­ 
licemen who were acting as an esc ort 
to the king dashed at Schinas and 
pinioned his arm s before he could fir,* 
again. 
When Francoudis saw that the a* 
sas»in had been arrested he turned to 
King George, who he supposed had e s ­ 
caped unscathed, and was horrified to 
find his m ajesty stretched on the roud 
way. 
Francoudls raised the stricken mon 
arch ’s head from the pavem ent, but 
the king was already unconscious and 
lie never spoke again. 
Soldiers who had been summoned 
by the shots lifted the king from the 
ground and carried him to a hospital 
He expired on the way without recur 
erlng consciousness. 
When 
quest inned 
bv 
the 
police, 
Sh hinas 
truculently 
replied: 
Won 
have courts, 
I will speak there.*’ 
Pressed »o say who he was and 
what wa-* tile motive of his crime, he 
replied 
'T a i *- rue to the police sta 
t it Mi so that Hie crowd shall not mal­ 
treat me 
I will speak there.” 
On reaching tile police station he 
gave his nam e and a few particulars 
about himself 
Since hi** trium phal entry into Sa­ 
lonika the king had been accustomed 
to take an afternoon walk, either to 
the famous White Tow er or to the 
cavalry barrack* 
Tilt* kin**’* confidence in the people 
wns so groat 
flint he went 
about 
freely, attended by a single equerry. 
The dangers of this habit were ap 
parent to his entourage, who repent 
cd iv but without avail requested his 
majesty lo permit 
the 
presence O' 
civil guard? 
A K-w days ago four 
gendarm es 
were v)itiered to lollow the king, but 
th* ii presence wa* considered so ob 
jet ti amide by his m ajesty and so out 
ut keeping with that affection which 
he felt ioi ills subjects, old and new, 
that the num ber was reduced to two, 
who follow* J a* a long distance. 
With Colonel Francoudls. b-* was 
returning alter a walk to the White 
Tower. 
He wa* in a happy, content 
ed mood, and a* lie walked along he 
talked of the war, of th e success of 
tile Greek arms, of Hie capture of 
Junius aud Salonika, and of this tit 
ling climax to hi-, fifty y ears’ re an 
Prince Nicholas, the 
king’s third 
son, and other officers hurried to the 
hospital. Arriving first. Prince Nicho 
las summoned tile officers and, speak 
ing in a voice that was choked with 
Solis, said: 
'It is my deep grief to have to an 
nounce to you tile death of our be 
loved king, and to invite you to sweat 
fidelity to your new sovereign, Kin*! 
Constantine *’ 
The oft. era responded by shouting: 
*T^)ng live the king.”
